PROVIDENCE, R, I.. April 4.—The returns indicate 

the election of Bourne, republican, as governor by 

2.0 to 2,500 majority. Mr. Spragne’s vote is lighter 

than was anticipated. 

CuicaGco, April 4—The republicans concede the 
election of the entire democratic city ticket by 
from 6,000 to 10,000 majority. The democrats claim 
frem 12,v00 to 14,000 This is a decided democratic 
gain compared with the election last fall, when it 
was practically a tie, the results depending on the 
personal popularity of the candidates. The coun- 
cil wili pe overwhelmingly democratic. Of the 
eighteen old members who hold oflice over thirteen 
are aemocrats. 

Never before in the history of Chicago were such 

shameful scenes enacted in an election as disgraced 

some piecinets. Despite the fact that an orcer had 
been issued for the closing of ail saloons during all 
the polling hours, there was nota single saloon in 
the city closed. ‘The polling places were located in 
ihe saloons, and while the ballots were being reac 
through the side windows, the front door was 
swinging all day, while whisky and beer were 
served over the counter. The polling place of the 

first precinct of the second ward was located in a 

barber shop, on State street, between two saloons, 

while the second story of the whole block appeared 
to be one continuous house of disorder. all day 
lo g the sidewalk was thronged with the most for- 


bidding crowd of thugs, thieves, and 
sluggards. Respectable colored people who 
ventured among them with Cary tickets 


were not allowed within sight of the polls. The 
polling place for the fifth precinct of the first ward, 
was in the rear ofa saloon on State street. ‘The 
election notaries had their places in the saloon. 
The bar was patronized steadily all day, while the 
policemen moved in and out with the surgin 
crowd of state street coughs. There were severa 
murderous affrays during the day, the most promi- 
nent of which was a terrible assault 
upon George Rountree, a colored barber, bya 
negro desperado named Mason Painter. Rountree 
Was stabbedin the abdomen and will die. His 
assailant wasarrested. Carter H. Harrison received 
the cougratulations of his friends in the council 
chamber at midnight. Turning to the reporters, 
he asked them to go totheir offices and tell their 
editors that abuse and vituperation would not do. 
The papers had vilified him, and the people had 
rebuked them, by sustaining him 
with a majority of 10,000. He 
then referred to Clay, who preached politics from 
the pulpit. Carey, his opponent for the mayoralty, 
was a good insurance man buta very pwuor judge. 
If he and the other gentlemen in the reform move- 
ment would now come to him and consultas to 
city affairs he would be glad to listen to them and 
consider their opinions. Afterthbis he iniends to 
allow no low dives in the city, and as to gambling, 
it would haveto be carried on behind darkened 
slats. The mayor then bade his friends goodnight.

PETER COOPER, 


Death of the New York Philanthropist-—-The End of 
a Remarkable Life. 
New York, April 4.—Peter Cooper died of pneu- 
monia at half-past three o’clock this morning. He 
was taken illa few days ago, and soon neariy re- 
covered. Venturing out, however, he caught a 
fresh cold which settled into pneumonia. Last 
night his condition was prenounced dangerous. 
His advanced age, ninety-three, made his recoy- 
ery a matter of extreme doubt, It is over a 


lifetime since he retired from business, in posses- 
siou of an immense fortune, which he used for the 
advancement of humanity. Every movement look 
ing to the wellfare of the race commanded his ear- 
nest support, both morally aod financially. Mr. 
Cooper celebrated his 92d birthday on February 12, 
when there was quite a social gathering at his 
house. He had been ailing for some time with a 
slighteold, and on Sunday he was compelled to re- 
main in his bed. His family puysician was at once 
summoned, and on his arrival at once discovered 
that his patient was suffering from a severe attack 
of pneumonia. Mr. Cooper's advanced years were 
a great drawback to his recovery. About 2 o'clock 
this morning he called his son, ex-Mayor Cooper, 
and Mrs. Abram 8. Hewitt, his daughter, and their 
family to his bedside, saying to them that he knew 
he had pot long to live, and that they must become 
reconciled to this fact. His death occurred exactly 
at 3 a.m. and he remained conscious up to the time 
of his demise, and made several remarks in regard 
to family affairs. Cooper was born in this city on j

IRON AND STEEL. 

Upper Georgia is deeply interested in the 
production of pig iron, although as yet the 
entire produciion in the south is very smail. 
The product of the country was 4,205,414 tons 
in 1880, of which amount the south produced 
333,504 tons, per In 1881 the 
south made 419,784 tons, or 9 percent of the 
country’s product. In 1582 the south turned 
out 521,630 tons, or a trifle over 10 per cent of 
the entire production which was 5,178,120 
tons. ~Of the southern production one-half is 
made in Alabama and Tennessee, and a good 
share of the remainder in Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

The best feature in connection with the 
subject consists inthe rapid increase in the 
output of the Alabamaand Tennessee furn- 
aces. There was an increase last year of only 
5 per cent in the production of the two Vir 
ginias; 8 per cent. in Pennsylvania, while in 
Ohio there was a decrease. The growth in 
Alabama on the otherhand has been since 
1880, over 46 per cent.,andin Tennessee 94 
percent. Tennessee is the iron state of the 
south, but the claim will soon be very strong- 
ly disputed by Alabama. 

It will be strange indeed if the production 
of the states in which iron can be made at 
the lowest rates remains at 10 per cent. The 
seat of the iron smeiting industry is now in 
Pennsylvania and Obio, and these two states, 
together with New York and New Jersey, 
produce 72 per cent of the whoie. 
The truth is, the group conkisting of 
Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee should 
be su ostituted for the group of middle states 
that now control the iron industry, if there is 
any meritin cheap iron. Shrewd iron-mas- 
fers predict that Birmingham and (hattanoo-

The 6,000,000 acres unaccounted for have 
been disposed of in small bodies at various 
times and for various purposes, There are 
now in possession of, the United States about 
250,000,000 acres of available land.

Notwithstanding this, Mr. George is 
of the opinion that, before the next meeting 
of congress, titles will be made to a large por- 
tion of this 125,000,000, The complacency of 
the government ofliciais in this matter Is ex- 
plained by the fact that those who have the 
land interests of the people in charge gener- 
ally retire from office under the government 
to fat places provided by the land-grant rail- 
roads. Butitis probable a democratic con- 
gress may find a remedy for these shameless 
swindles.

THE POLL TAX QUALIFICATION. 

Massachusetts has long hada constitutional 
provision that makes the payment of any 
state or county tax, within two 
years of the day of election, a condition for 
voting; and the democratic party in that 
state demands a repeal of this qualification. 
The senate committee on election laws has 
already reported in favor of a constitutional 
amendment, and the subject is freely discuss- 
ed in Governor Butler's state. 

In six states only is the right of suffrage re- 
stricted by the prepayment of some tax or

chusetts, Rhode Island, Delaware, Pennsy]- 


vania, Georgia and Tennessee: The payment 
ofa poll tax isaform of property qualifica- 
tion; but the form isso mild and reasonable 
that no man who is fitted to be a voter, or 
who reaily desires to have a voice in the gov- 
ernment will be apt to object to it. The man 
that pays a tax becomes interested that 
extent at least in public affairs. He naturally 
desires to know how his money has been ex- 
pended. The very contribution makes him a 
better and more intelligent citizen. 

But it is claimed on the other hand that the 
taxation qualification opens the door to a 
deal’ of low-grade bribery. The man who 
pays the tax of another man expects to re-

ceive in return a_ ballot; but bribery 
is not confined to the six states men- 
tioned, and there is no evidence 


at hand that there is any.-more bribery in the 
six states than in any other six states similar 
ly circumstanced.

In one sense, yes; in an- 
other sense, no. In the sense that it will 
fita poy to learn with facility the trade for 
which he is adapted, it will be atrades school: 
but it will not teach the trades. Perhaps iv 
should be called a manual school. Boston 
has a successful school of mechanic arts, and 
the recently established manual training 
school in St. Louis has succeeded far beyond 
the expectation of its organizers. The object 
of these schools is to give a preliminary me- 
chanical education. They are preparatory 
merely. They teach the use of tools, give 
precision to the eye, and experience to the 
hand. They give that practical knowledge 
of woods and metals which can only be 
gained by actually working in them. In ad- 
dition to these things they give thorough in- 
struction in the art of drawing, which some 
one has styled ‘‘the language and literature 
of trades.’’ There is something practical and 
substantial in the results of schools, and we 
believe the time has arrived when Atlanta is 
prepared to support such an institution.

the inference is justified that railroad building has 
decreased, Weshall nevertheless build this year 
whatin any other country would bean enormous 
amountof new railroed—how much will depend 
calefly upon the disposition of investors. The track 
laid so far this year is 56 per cent less than last yeer, 
4 ver cent less than in 1851, and 46 percent less than 
in ls50 The Winter has been more 
vuufavorable for building than last year, but less 
unfavorable than in 1881. If we have heavy crops 
and the movement of population to new country 18 
very great this spring, the promoters of new schemes 
will be greatly encouraged.

cepting the latter, who was represented by F. R. 
Myers, Jr. The gentlemen were in session all day 
Songgtend and wiiiconeclude their business to day. 
he rate decided on by the general passenger 
agents for knights attending the conclave was one 
fare for the round trip—that is, from the eastern 
termipiof the trunk lines to Missouri river points. 
The rate over the eastern trunk lines has already 
been made, and also the rete from Missouri river 
points west. Atthe meeting yesterday it was also 
decided that the rate to the gathering of the Grand 
Army of the Republic at Denver next June would 
be the same—that is, one fare between the eastern 
trunk lines’ termini and Missouri river points. 


Albemarle and Raleigh. 
From the Raleigh News and Observer. 
In reply toa correspondent, we state ‘that the 
Albemarle and Rajeigh railroad company has no 
connection that we know of, with the Norfolk 


and Carolina Exténsion railroad. It is now in op- 
eration from Williamston to Tarboro, and has a 


charter to come on re) Raleigh. 
What will be its route to Raleigh we 
ado not know Indeed, we are quite sure 


that the matter has not been fully determined on 
by the directors of the company. A proposed route 
is from Bethel to Wilson, thence to Raleigh: an- 
uther is from Tarboro to Wilsen, and thence to 
Raleigh; another is from Rocky Mount direct to 
Raleigh: and still another is bent well out to the 
wesiwerd from Rocky Mount, and then comes to 
Raleigh on a southerly course. Westuppose that the 
company will be governed somewhat by the offers 
of subscription, etc., made by counties and town- 
ships. Uuder the law towns, townships orcounties 
may subscribe. The present proporition is for the 
county of Wake io take $100,000 weorih of stock, to 
be paid forin bonds. ‘these bonds bear six per 
ceut interest, payable semi-annually, the coupons 
to be receivable in payment of county taxes. 
These bonds are to be delivered by the 
county commissioners to Colonel W. E. Anderson, 
of the Citizens’ bank, as trustee, and he is to de- 
liver them to the company as follows: $20,000 of 
the bonds when the compauy has built five miles 
of its road in Wakecounty: $30,000 when the road 
is built to Neuse river; $10,000 more when the road 
crosses Neuse tiver: and the balanee when 
the road is completed to Raleigh. The 
parties interested in the road ure said 
to be capitalists with plenty of money. The act 
does not require the sale of the bonds at all, but 
merely that they be delivered to the company in 
payment of the subscription to be made to the capi- 
tal stock by the county. The proposition is to be 
voted on in this county on Aprill7. We printed 
all of the act that coneerns Wake county on Feb- 
ruary 10. 


TheNatchezand Nortluwestern. 

From the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 

Those parishes of northern Louisiana interested 
in the construction of the Natchez and Northwest- 
ern railroad, to which the Times-Democrat referred 
some days ago, are going into this scheme with a 
zeal and earnestness that promises to assure their 
uceess. The route of this line is not yet fully sur- 
veyed, so that it is impossible just now to describe 
it exactly and precisely. Itistorun, however, as 
nearly in an air-line as possible from Vidalia, due 
northwest to Little Rock, giving it connection with 


the various lines of Arkansas railroads 
centering there. Ultimately, it is de- 
signed to build the road from 


Little Rock, still straight on, northwesterly to Kan- 
sas City. The distance by this route from Vidalia 
to Littie Rock is only 220 miles, running generally 
through a high rolling country, well settled, fertile 
and productive: a country, moreover, free fromn all 
engineering difficulties. As we have said, the ex- 
act line of this road has not yet been determined, 
but it will run through Concordia, Caiahoula, 
Franklio, Richland and Morehouse parishes, in this 
siate, and the counties of Ashley, Bradley, Dorsey, 
Jefferson and Pulaski, Arkansas, and through or 
near the towus of Winnsborough, Baskinton, Ray- 
ville and Bastrop 

The people of Franklin and other northern par- 
ishes have made a partial survey of the route with- 
outaid or assietance, and have discovered thatit is 
practicable und the road easy of construction, and 
it will cost very little. It is, of course, beyond their 
means to buildit withoutthe aid of capital, for 
which they are now appealing. 

To this end they have sent representatives here 
to lay the advantages of this route before the pub- 
lic for the purpose of organizing a company with 
suflicient capital to construct the Natchez and 
Northwestern railroad. The money needed for 
this they ought to early obtain, when they present 
the many advantages of the road, connecting two 
great cities, opening to New Orleans the grain and 
cattle trade of Kan-as City, passiug through a fer- 
tileand populous country and through less low 
aud swampy land than any railroad fromthe Mis- 
sissippi to the highlands.

THAT WAS THE SIZE OF A BOND 
GIVEN YESTERDAY. 


By the State of Georgia to Redeem Eleven Thousand 
Dollar Bonds Held by the State Uaiversity— 
How the Bond Reads and by! What 
Authority It Was Issued, Ete. 


Yesterday Governor Boynton issued to the trus- 
tees of the State university aseven per cent bond 
of the state for $11,009 to run fifty years. The bond 
was issded in Jieu of eleven eight per cent bond 
for one thousand dollars, each issued in 1873, and 
due April Ist, 1883. The bond wasa very ordinary 
looking document, written on paper something 
like legal cap, and read as follows: 

United States of America, state of Georgia: The 
state of Georgia hereby acknowledges itself indebt- 
ed to the trustees of the university of Georgia, and 
to them only, in the sum of eleven thousand dol- 
lars, lawful money of the United States of America, 
which sum it promises to pay to the said trustees at 
the treasury of said state on demand, on and after 
the first day of April, 1933, with interest thereon at 


the rate of 7 percent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually at said treasury on the first day of Janua- 
ry and July in each and every year until the pay- 
ment of the principal] sum. 

This obligation is not subject to be called in for 
redemption by said state before the first day of 
April, 1933, nor to be negotiated or transferred by 
«aid trustees, it being issued in lieu of eleven vali 
retired bonds of the said state for the principal sum 
of one thousand dollars each, issued under an act 
of the general assembly entitled, ‘“‘An act 
authorizing the issue of bonds for the payment of 
past due interest, for the redemption of past due 
bonds and of such bonds as may jall due within 
the next three years,’’ approved February 19, 1873, 
presented at the state treasury for redemption by the 
trustees of said university as the preperty of said 
university, said eleven bonds numbered respect- 
ively: 57, 58, 69, 81, 82, 83, 86, 87, 88, 97 and 98. 

This obligation is made and issued rye oe api 
ofan act of the general assembly of said state en- 
titled ‘an acttomake permanent the income of 
the university of Georgia. and for other purposes,”’ 
approved September 30,1881, and subject to the 
provision of said act. 

In witness whereof. the-governor of the state of 
Georgia aunexed his hand and caused to be affixed 
the great seal of said state, this the 4th day of April, 
1885, JAMES S. BOYNTON, governor.

The bond was issued in conformity with the law 
of 1881, which authorizes the trustees of the univer- 
sity to refund any state securities that they have in 
fifty year bonds at seven per cent interest.

‘This issue of a 
bound bas no connection with the donation made to 
the university by Senator Brown. The bond is 
issued for bonds held by the university and which 
have been purchased by the institution with its 
own funds.
